CRUISER NoVlK VANQUISHED. 


Two Japanese Warships Engage and 


Destroy Her. 


. Tokio, Aug. 22.—After a severe en- 
gagement with the protected cruisers 
Chitose and Tsushima, the greyhounds 
of the Japanese navy, the fleet Rus- 
sian cruiser 
Novik 
has been van- 


quished. The fight occurred Sunday. 
Afterward the Novik. in a sinking con- 
dition, was run ashore in Korsakovsk 
harbor on the island of Sakhalien. 


The fate of the crew of the Novik 


is not known, but it is thought they 
abandoned their vessel and landed at 
Korsakovsk. 
It is generally thought 


here that the Chitose and Tusushima 
steamed in close to the Novik and 
completed the destruction. 


The details of the fight are not 


known here, but it is evident that the 
Chitose and Tsushima caught up "with 
the Novik Saturday and that a run- 
ning fight ensued. 
The contest was 


resumed and terminated early Sun- 
day morning. 
Captain 
Sukeichiro 


Taliahashi, who is in command of the 
Chitose, reported the engagement in 
a biief telegram which reached the 
navy department here. He says he 
first attacked the Russian cruiser Sat- 
urday afternoon and that on Sunday 
morning he inflicted heavy damage 
upon her. The Novik nearly sank but 
she was beached at Korsakovsk. 


Caused Surprise Abroad. 


London, Aug. 22.—The intervention 


of the American squadron at Shanghai 
In the Japanese operations against 
the Russian cruiser Askold created 
considerable surprise in official and 
diplomatic circles here. The Japanese 
legation was at first inclined to be- 
lieve that the report that the United 
'States torpedo-boat destroyer Chaun- 
cey steamed "into' a position between 
the Japanese torpedo boat and Rus- 
sian cruiser was a "Shanghai fake" 
as it had been understood that the 
American government would not ob- 
ject to offensive action against Rus- 
sian warships in case of their failure 
to observe Chinese neutrality.

The Earth's Journey. 


The earth does not travel at the same 


rate all through its journey. Its orbit 
being elliptical, it must at some time 
approach nearer-to the sun than at oth- 
ers and will take less time in moving 
through one part of its path than 
through another. In winter the earth 
is nearer the sun than in summer and 
moves through space more rapidly. On 
Jan. 1 the earth is about 3,000,000 miles 
nearer the sun than it is on July 1, 
and as the velocity of a planet in- 
creases with Its nearness to the sun the 
earth passes over one half of its orbit 
in less time than over the other half. 
Between the vernal equinox, which 
happens on March 21, and the autum- 
nal equinox, which falls on 'Sept. 23, the 
earth is 186 days in accomplishing that 
half of her journey round the sun, 
while the other half occupies only 179 
days. It has been said that owing to 
the friction caused by the tides and 
other reasons the earth Is moving more 
slowly than it used to do and that the 
days are consequently lengthening, bet 
as this is only to the extent of half a 
second in a century it will be a long 
time before there will be any apparentl 
difference.

Miguel Saagrado, when Joaquhi Cor- 
cuelo and Concia S;ingrado met. 


Corcuelo spent some time near San- 


grado's hacienda harassing thetUnite<l 
States troops. 
Every meeting with 


Concia Sangrado bound him closer to 
her and her to him. She soon came 
to understand that in case he fell into 
the hands of bis enemies, not being in 
the regular military service, lie would 
not be exchanged as a prisoner of war, 
but would suiter death. This troubled 
her greatly, aud she begged him to give 
up his guerrilla life and enter the army, 
lie finally consented to do so, and his 
men agreed to go with him in a body. 
Corcuelo sent them to the capital under 
command of one of his lieutenants, in- 
tending to follow tlie next day. 
The 


truth was, he could not tear himself 
away from Concia fangrado. and after 
his troop's departure gave himself up 
to spending each day with her, each 
day intending to go the next. 


One evening two companies of United 


States cavalry, under the command of 
Major Mackenzie, rode up to the hacien- 
da and camped for the night. Corcuelo 
was in the house, and as soon as the 
soldiers appeared Concia placed him in 
safe hiding. 
But a young Mexica*. 


who was in love with Concia arnicas 
beside himself at losing her to Corcnelo, 
told the Americans that he was in tlfe 
house, and a search resulted in his dis- 
covery. 


Major Mackenzie, as soon as he was 


satisfied that tbe man he had cap- 
tured was the notorious "Corcuelo. who 
had given tbe Americans so jrroch trou- 
ble in harassing their communications, 
ordered that he be- taken out at day- 
light The next morning.and.shot. His 
decision was communicated to the pris- 
oner, who sent at once for Concia for 
a. last farewell. 
' When Goncia left • the chamber in 
which her lover was confined there was 
the light of a terrible purpose in net- 
eyes.

"Unless these three questions 
can he satisfactorily answered, there 
can be no ''science of education "' This 
theme, at least, has one virtae—it is 
not hackneyed. 
Only very recently 


have men begun to consider the ques- 
tion, "Can education itself, have a 
science?" 


The future of the teacher's calling 


hangs upon the answer—whether it 
shall be a profession or a trade. There- 
fore our question, said the speaker, is 
ihp most important a leather can ask. 
In considering it he assured the lively 
interest of the teachers before him. 
In the classification o? teachers into 
practical teachers, i. e. tradesman, and 
into real teachers, he placed his hear- 
ers unquestionably into

ment besins within three months aft 
er "=aid institute closes. 


That portion of Section 4074 which 


refers to the recognition or renewal' of 
teachers' certificates is as follows: 
" * * * provided, 
thatj coun- 


ty boards of school examiners are 
authorized to recognize or renew 
at their discretion in. the appro- 
priate kind and for the 
same 


length of time any certificate or 
certificates, held by teachers who 
may apply for such recognition or 
renewal prior to the first day of 
September, 1905, etc." 
It will be observed tbat under Sec- 


tion 4073 teachers' certificates are di- 
vided into two classes. 
Certificates 


granted for one two or throe years are 
denominated provisional certificates 
A provision is made in this section for 
the renewal of a two-year provisional 
certificate provided that the applicant 
bas been 
continuously engaged 
in 


teaching in the same county for a per- 
iod of five years last past upon an ex- 
amination in theory and practice. Cer- 
tificates granted for five and 
eight 


years are 
denominated 
professional 


certificates, and shall be renewable 
without examination at the discretion 
of the exaininating board, etc. 


Section 4U74 
also 
provides for a 


classification of teachers' certificates 
into three classes, which certificates 
may be styled respectively, "Teachers' 
Elementary 
School 
Certificates," 


"Teachers' High School Certificates" 
and "Teachers' Special Certificates," 
and that this classification shall be ill 
effect from and after the firit Cay of 
September. J905. In the light of those 
provisions it follows that it is the duty 
of i he county !x>ard of school examin- 
ers. prior to the first day of Setpem- 
i>er, If*u3, upon the application of a 
teacher for either the recognition or 
renewal of his or her certificate, to ex- 
amine s:aid certificate and determine 
whether under Section 1070 it is sub- 
ject to renewal, and if so to which 
class, as provided in Section 4^74, it 
belongs, and if it be determined that 
the certificate is nenewable, it can. be 
properly classified, said certificate shall 
be recognized or renewed. If the cer- 
tificate is about to expire a renewal 
for the same length of time as origin- 
ally granted, would he proper, but if 
the certificate does ont expire until 
September 1. 19f>5, it should be recog- 
nized (endorsed) until the expiiation 
of the time for which it was originally 
granted.

1900, for 
uurder of Gilbert Gates, the brother 
of John W. Gates, had died at his 


in Inoian Teriitory. and that 


prior to his death he confessed to the 
murder.' 


Gilbert Gates was lalled in Hnlanes 


ane, a lonely road in Andrian county, 
Missouri, in the latter part of Janu- 
ary, 1871. He was traveling overland 
'rom Kansas to his home in St. 
Charles, 111., in company with Alex- 
ander Jester, who was en route to In- 
diana to take a sister, Mrs. Cornelia 
Street, to Kansas. 


Jester's trail was easily marked bj 


a buffalo calf which he had with" him 
:o earn money to make the journey. 
After learning his 
son T,-as killed, 


Azel A. Gates, father of John W. 
Gates, started in search of Jester, and 
overtook him just as he "was entering 
Lie, Kansas home and found Gilbert's 
entire outfit. He was arrested and 
taken to Mexico jail and while there 
escai>ed.

Twentyeight years later John 
"W. 


Gates learned through Jester's sisters 
of his location and with a special train 
from Chicago and detectives captured 
him. At the time Jester was 72 years 
oid. He was tried at New London. 
Me., and wa? acquitted on the around 
that the body of Gilbert Gates was

Jester, it is said, admitted on his 


dr-athbed that he had committed .the 
crime; that while traveling in 
the 


iane a quarrel arose between hiin and 
Gilbert Gates and he knocked

Thinking the blow had killed 
him he. to make sure, had cut his 
throat and thrown a tarpaulin over 
the remains. He then journeyed on to 
Eee creek, about a mile distant, and 
there =;unk his body by attaching it to 
a stone.
